London, December 10. A dispatch
from Dover states that threo Gorman
submnriucs which took part in an at-

tempted submarine raid up Admiralty
harbor havo been sunk after a heavy
fusillade by tho lnnd batteries.

Tho attempted mid on tho harbor
was mndo under tho cover of darkness
at 0:110 this morning. Six submarines
took pnrt in it.
